INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
THURSDAY JULY 17, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Initial attack activity increased in the Great Basin
and Rocky Mountain Areas. Good progress continues on the large fires in
Alaska. Minimal fire activity was reported In most other Geographic
Areas. NICC processed orders for an infrared aircraft, two air attack
aircraft, an airtanker, caterer, shower, radios, weather unit and
miscellaneous overhead. Fire danger remains very high to extreme for
numerous units in Colorado, Arizona, New Mexico, California, Nevada, Utah
and New Jersey.

EASTERN BASIN LARGE FIRES:

FLAT, Richfield District, BLM. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Birch)
took over the fire last evening. This fire is 15 miles south of
Richfield, UT near the town of Monroe. The fire is burning in heavy, dry,
live oak. Fire activity diminished yesterday as the fire only gained 20
acres. Current threats are to homes, a radio site and livestock.

This wind driven fire is burning in
flashy fuels. Current threats are to a grazing allotment and mercury
mine. Access, lack of water, winds and flashy fuels are hindering control
efforts.

ALASKA LARGE FIRES:

INOWAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident

Management Team (Kechter) is assigned. Warm temperatures and low relative
humidity contributed to the active fire behavior on the southern
perimeter. The southwest perimeter continues to move through the south
fork of the George River drainage towards Red Devil. Structure protection
remains in place for Red Devil. Crews have tied the fire line into the
Kuskokwim River, east of Stony River.

Alaska has 44 other large fires burning for a total of 1,015,620 acres.

OUTLOOK:

Utah will be partly cloudy with scattered afternoon and evening
thunderstorms. The forecasted thunderstorms will mainly affect the
mountains. Temperatures will range from 90 to 100 across the state.

Partly cloudy skies and scattered afternoon and evening thunderstorms are
forecast for Arizona and New Mexico. Mountain highs will reach the 80"s
and 90"s, with Arizona desert temperatures reaching 115.

Isolated afternoon dry thunderstorms and partly cloudy skies will dominate
Colorado. Temperatures in the mountains will be in the 70"s and 80°s,
with highs of 85 to 100 elsewhere.

Nevada will be partly cloudy. Northern temperatures will be in the 80"s
and 90°"s, with southern desert highs reaching 112.

California will have partly cloudy skies. Temperatures will range from
the 60"s and 70"s along the coast, to the 90"s in the valleys and deserts.

Alaska will be partly cloudy with isolated afternoon thunderstorms.

Coastal temperatures will be in the 60"s with highs in the 70"s for the
interior.
